Murder of Four Wemen. 

Mason-Orry, Iowa, Feb. 16—Meager 
details of a dreadful tragedy at Glen- 
ville, Minn., reached here this morn- 
ing. Three young ladies went to the 
home of an old couple to spend the 
evening. At nine o’clock they started 
home, and had scarcely stepped out- 
doors when they were shot down by 
two rufllans. The old gentleman 
started to go for help, and, while gone, 
the fiends entered the house and killed 
the old lady. 

Joseph Chemelke, 19 years old, was 
the murderer of the three women. 
His victims were Mrs. Phillip Chem- 
elke, his sister-in-law, her sister Mary 
and their mother. Joe has been on 
bad terms with his brother’s family. 
He got drunk last night and laid in 
wait for them. When the three girls 
came out of the house he shot them 
down, and went into the bouse and 
killed the old lady. The country 
round about is aroused, and young 
Chemelke will be lynched. One of

Later.—The body of the murderer 
was found eighty rods from the house. 
He committed suicide, shooting him- 
self in the head. The girl who es- 
caped instant death has since died, 
making four deaths in all.

Kites Gets Away From Namoa. 

San Fitancitsco, Feb. 16. — The 
steamship _Mariposa arrived from 
Australia and the Samoan Islands this 
morning. Among the passengers is 
John C. Klien, the American news- 
paper correspondent, who ‘has figured 
in the Berlin dipatches as having led 
the natives in the recent battle ‘with 
the Germans on the Islands, but who! 
claims to have witnessed the fight as 
non-combatant, in his capacity as a 
correspondent. When martial law 
was declared on the Islands by the 
Germans, an attempt was made by | 
the latter to seize Klien, but he was 
rescued by the Americans and took 
passage on the Oceanic steamship, 
Mariposa, for this port. When the 
Mariposa left Samoa the Islands were 
still under martial law, and German 
agzression had become very marked, 
and it is claimed to have been directed 
against the Americans as well as the 
natives. 

‘lhe Mariposa leit the Samoan Is- 
lands on February Ist. On tbat date 
none of the American men-of-war or- 
dered to go to the islands bad arrived, 
and the Germans, under the operation 
oi martial law, were in complete 
control of the islands and had com- 
menced the search of all vessels 
in Samoan waters; but, after seiz- 
ing an Englisu tourist named Gillan, 
on the steamer Packet Richmond, 
from Auckland, Captain Hand of the 
English war ship Royalist ordered the 
man released, and prepared for action. 
The Germans released Gillan on this 
demand. Goods which arrived on the 
Richmond for American merchants at 
Apia,.the Germans would not permit

The excitement 
has considerably subsided, and it is 
thought that no further progress of the 
disease will occur; The excitement 
has materially blocked legislation, and 
at this writing the two Houses are 
waiting developments and seem loth 
to proceed until nde is known as to 
the outcome. 

THE UNIVERSITY BILL

THE AGRICULTURAL BILLA 


Have not been offered as yet, but it is 
reported that two bills have been 
framed, viz: One asking for an ap- 
propriation of $25,000 for the new 
track at Reno, and one to provide for 
the purchase of the old track. Opin- 
ions differ as to the measures, and 
nothing definite can be stated until the 
bills are presented. 

Only twenty Legislative days re- 
main, and much work is to be com- 
pleted. The Assembly now convenes
